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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's claims are directed to a 
petroleum distillate in combination with a thixotropic thickener. The prior art teaches each of the applicant's claimed material limitations. 
All other properties of such compositions would be inherent to those compositions of the prior art as they meet each of the applicant's 
material limitations. The applicant has provided no evidence suggesting that these compositions do not inherently posses such 
properties. The applicant's proposed amendments do not further define the material limitations of the composition. Furthermore, the 
applicant's proposed amendments do not define the conditions upon which such properties would exist. At what temperature are these 
compositions sprayable? Do the fine droplets form at extreme conditions such as very low temperatures? The examiner maintains that 
all material limitations of claim 13 have been met.
